Career Development Center to Open 
Fall With N

Career Development Center 


Plans for the development ofa Richmond Career Develop- 
ment Center were begun in 1973. A district-wide com- 
mittee was formed in the spring of 1974, under the direction 
of Mr. France to study and make recommendations to the 
Superintendent on the merits of establishing a Richmond 
Unified School District Career Development Center. The dis- 
trict committee recommended that such a center be established 
and that it be located at the Richmond High School site. 

Richmond High School will continue as a regular com- 
prehensive high school. The Career Development Center wil | 
be an extension of all Richmond Unified School District high 
schools. Students may attend the Center ona part-time basis 
to take daily, three-hour blocks of career education pro- 
grams or may transfer to the Center full time, becoming Rich- 
mond High School students. 

The Center represents a firm commitment by the Rich- 
mond Unified School District to provide students with an edu- 
cation beyond the ordinary. The Center's CDC programs are 
intended to enable each student to maintain a balance of aca- 
demic and career education. The curriculum is designed to 
provide each CDC student with (1) a high school 
diploma, (2) the preparation to enter college or 
technical school, and (3) career skills to be used 
for future employment or to put the student a step 
ahead in advanced education. 

The Richmond Career Development Center will 
be organized into career clusters, For the school 
year of 1975-1976, the cluster offerings will be 
on a limited basis. The offerings will include the 
following clusters: Business and Management 


Careers, Food Service Careers, Graphic Communi- er f- 
cations, People Care Services, Plastics Technol- MT, 1A Pee ol | 


ogy, Sea Careers, Security Service Training, 
Transportation Services, and The World of Fashion 
Merchandising. Additional studies will be made to 


include other cluster areas in the program for the 
1976-1977 school year.

Deep down in our elegant, establishment Principal 
lives a wildly humorous, irreverent youth who has never 
come to terms with anybody or anything, Remember this 
the next time you run up against Mr. Robert France, 

Look at the laugh-lines around his eyes; listen for his 
glorious, rollicking laughter. More usually we are aware 
only that he is smart as a whip, quick as a cat, and talks 
like a lawyer; that his clothes are out of sight, that his 
dignity flattens us, but that his manners pick us up, Alas, 
we know there is no monkey-business about him, that his 
decisions come fast, fair and sure, and that he sticks by 
them, treating us all the same, We know where we stand 
with him; we do what he says, 

Mr. France was not so awe-inspiring when he came to 
the old RHS in 1943, He had a full head of hair (short), 
and a dazzling twinkle in his eagle-eyes (babyblue), 
Even though he was downright skinny, all the women 
loved him and all the men imitated him. He taught Eng- 
lish and straightway became Richmond's most sought-af- 
ter teacher, The following year he took on Civics and 
Public Speaking, His debate teams idolized him and won, 
A year later he was head of the Social Science Depart- 
ment (rather bossy), and in 1947 a Counselor (far out). As 
Dean of Boys (1955-1959) he was tough, fair, and out- 
standingly successful, 

Then for a few years Mr. France did time at Ells, first 
as Vice-Principal, then as Principal, Rapidly thereafter 
he was Principal of RHS North Campus, of RHS North 
and South Campuses, of RHS North Campus and in charge 
of building the new school, and finally (1970) of RHS in 
all its new splendor, Some of Mr, France entered into the 
new school as surely as if the plans had been drawn in his 
blood and the bricks made from his bones, Never, from 
its inception to its finish, was he out of touch with any 
aspect of the new school Truly Mr, France confronts us 
whichever way we turn, This school is HIS, 

Maybe Mr, France is so open, thorough, faithful and 
energetic because he was born in that kind of country- 
South Dakota- in a town called Canistota, In high school 
he went to dances, acted in plays, debated, sang in oper- 
ettas, and worked in his dad's drug store, Although he 
passionately honored his father, young Bob never wanted 
to become a druggist. He left that to his big brother, Bill. 

Bob always wanted to be a teacher, So, after his 
family moved to Long Beach, California, and back again 
to South Dakota, having lived in Long Beach only long 
enough for Bob to graduate from Wilson High, Bob stayed 
behind and entered Long Beach Junior College. Later he 
transferred to U.C, Berkeley, where he had the time of 
his life and also learned how to be a teacher, 

From the very beginning Bob was an ace, as his first 
job in Bakersfield proved. He could do anything in the 
classroom, and as a debating-coach none could touch 
him. This he proved all over again when he came to 
Richmond and began his swift rise to eminence not only 
at school and among Richmond educators, but in state 
education circles as well, 

Lest people forget the madcap inner Bob, we note for 
the record that Mr. France hugely enjoys the wonderful 
life he has made for himself, In the kitchen he turns out 
gourmet meals, He reads everything, writes masterfully, 
speaks forcefully, and is a shattering mimic and racon- 
teur. He keeps up with the latest news, politics, theater, 
clothes and cars. He loves this earth and has travelled all 
over it many times, He gravitates toward people, is a 
princely host and prized guest. Cherishing all things fine, 
he has made his home a refuge of comfort, beauty and 
great music, His sense of humor is, of course, tremendous, 
sometimes even riotous, But so are his quick compassion 
and practical helpfulness for those in distress, 

From all of this it is plain that we, the Shield Staff of 
of 1975, like everybody else, are terribly proud and inex- 
pressibly fond of Mr, France, We want to make sure that 
he knows it. Therefore we dedicate our Shield, that is so 
full of him, to Mr. France, But he can never know with

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Richmond, City and High 
— School, Suffers Growing Pains 


The world, bent on destruction, is aflame with war. 
Henry J. Kaiser's shipyards | and II transform compla- 
cent little Richmond into the West Coast's great ship- 
building center and the mecca of a new westward migra- 
tion: Richmond High School girds to meet.the challenge. 

From a population of approximately 750, our school 
soars to near 2200 by 1945. It was built to house a 
capacity of 1500 students. | 

1943 is a memorable year and involves three im-. _ 
portant people for Richmond High School. First, Mr. 
Bert X. Tucker, the first principal of our school, re- 
tires. Dave Gray, dean of boys, assistant principal, — 
becomes Mr. David C. Gray, second principal. Bob 
France, eager grad of UC and with a year of teaching 
experience at Bakersfield High School, joins the faculty 
of our school as a teacher of English to become Mr. 
Robert C. France, the third principal, in 1967. 

Richmond High "greats" who retired during the 
1940's were Miss Zelma Reeves (31 years), the first 
full-time librarian of our school, and Miss Selina 
Hardesty (28 years), teacher and custodian of the book 
room. 

As the population increases, the University of Cali- 
fornia held a survey, recommending Richmond High go on 
double session. But the faculty and administration de- 
cided to stay on single session, using all space possi- 
ble. Classes were then held in the cafeteria, shop- 
lecture rooms, the stage, the locker rooms in the boy's 
gym and in the Little Theater. During 1946 and 1947, 
portables, auto shop and additional rooms were added.

Our city has met the challenge, its magnificent new Civic Center is the envy of 
4, neighbors. And RHS attains scholarship rating of the highest order. Richmond High 
‘i School graduates are outstanding students ‘at the universities of their choice. 
~\ The Associated Press contacts the National Board of Education in Washington, 
’ D.C., and verifies the fact that Richmond High School is the second largest senior 


high school, with a school in Tuscon, Arizona, surpassing us with 100 more stu- 
. dents. 


Our school receives great publicity from the Oakland Tribune,

The Old Citadel to Be No More 


As Richmond Union High School gradually 
took on the patina of age and nearly four genera- 
tions of alumni peopled the earth, the old school 
came under a terrible cloud. Authorities ruled 
that the school must be closed down June, 
1967, at the very latest! The reason--it was 
not earthquake proof, according to the Field Act 
of 1936. 

This ruling shook everybody and the two 
signs appearing on the left page were erected in 
front of our school about a month before the clos- 
ing of the school year. 

Three of the newest buildings were not con- 
demned: the Science Building, just finished in 
1967, the Girls Gym, and the Music Building. 
Everyone who loved RUHS was hoping that the 
new school, strengthened, refurbished, would be 
open again for business as speedily as human 
ingenuity could devise. 

The loyalty of Richmond High School teachers 
to their school was demonstrated Sunday , June | 
13, 1967. Because the old, brick school was 
to be torn down, three teachers felt the era it ; 
represented should not go unobserved. That's . | 
how it came about that Margaret Eldredge, Agnes | | 
Gowen, and Harriet Williamson threw a barbecue | 
for more than 300 people. 

The guests were all the teachers at the 
school in addition to others who had taught there 
in the past and could be located. The contingent 
traveled to the sea coast town of Pescadero in 
San Mateo County where the people of the town 
helped to make the celebration a memorable one. 
School colors of navy blue and red decorations 
adorned the historic IDES HALL in the center of 
town. The big sign of "RICHMOND", which 
proudly flies at football games, decorated the 
stage of the hall. 

Principal David Gray was the guest of honor. 
This faculty, such a close and talented one, was 
breaking up into a divided campus, several were 
transferring to Pinole Valley High School, and 
Mr. Gray was to retire the next year. 

In the meantime, our honored one, Robert | 
France, was serving as vice-principal and then 
principal of Ells High School.

These Richmond-trained principals include 
Mr. Robert France (LEFT), who climbed the 
ladder at our school as Chairman of the Social 
Studies Department in 1945, Counselor in 1947, 
and Dean of Boys in 1955, In 1959 Mr. France 
left to become Vice-Principal of Ells High School 
and in 1966 he was made its principal. In 1967 
he returned to Richmond High School as principal 
of the North Campus. 

Mr. Robert Pascoe (RIGHT) was a coach at 
Richmond High School in 1937, Dean of Boys 
in 1946, and Vice-Principal in 1947. When he 
left in 1954, he became principal of Rodsevelt. 
Junior High School, after which he successfully 
became principal of Ells High School and of 
DeAnza High School. 

Principal David Gray (MIDDLE) also climbed | 
to the top spot at our school. He became principal 
in 1943 right in the middle of World War Il. This 
time gave Mr. Gray a vital and progressive ad- 
ministration,

A Divided Campus 


The school year of 1967-68 began in Sep- 
tember with our school being known as Richmond 
High School, North and South Campus. 

Portables were added to the North Campus, 
the site of old Richmond High, to add to the re- 
maining three classrooms of the old school: 
music, girls' gym, and science buildings. Here 
approximately 1200 Freshmen and Sophomores 
attended classes. This was the first time 
Richmond High had Freshmen, and it became a 
four-year high school. 

Robert France, returning to supervise the 
building of the new school, became principal of 
the North Campus, with an administrative staff 
consisting of Vice-Principals Peter Ruffatto 
and Jane Wilson, and Deans Frank Porto and 
Dee Merritt. Lorrie Rothstein became the head 
secretary. 

Ells High School's population moved into the 
new John F. Kennedy High School and became 
known as Kennedy High School. The Richmond 
South Campus occupied the Ells High buildings 
and housed the Juniors and Seniors with an en- 
rollment of approximately 1400 students. 

David Gray was principal, with a staff of Vice- 
Principals Carl Mayers and Robert Dycus. Deans 
of the capmus consisted of Helen McDonald and 
Fred Bennett, while Lois Sneda was the head 
secretary. 

Many changes took place during the three 
years of a divided campus: First, in 1969 Mr. 


’ France became principal over both the North and 
~ South Campus, while Mr. Gray retired. There 


were also changes in the Vice-Principals and 
Deans of the South Campus. In September of 
1970 Mr. France was principal of the North 
Campus and in charge of construction of the new 
school. Our honored one supervised from the 
first drop of cement until the last nail was driven 
in September 1, 1971. Mr. Elmer Mc Cormick 
became principal of the South Campus in 1970. 
Richmond greats who retired were Marie Myers, 
27 years, 1965; Mabel Colberg, 21 years, 
1963; Sylvan Myers, 20 years, 1968; Hiram 
Fry, 24 years, 1968; Lloyd Darley, 23 years, 
1969; Cora Mattonen, 25 years, 1969; David 
Gray, 40 years, 1969; and Lila Reinertson,

Never to Be Any More 
That Old Brick School 


Richmond High was too old and costly to 
strengthen, the powers said. Better to tear it - 
down and build another in its place. 

~So the demolition of the proud, old brick 
school with its tower and rock, landmarks of 
Richmond, was to begin. ie 

Napp Excavator Company contracted the dem- 
olition, which began December 2,1967, and — 
finished February 7, 1968. 

The old brick building with its archways, 
cafeteria, auditorium, printshop, and bungalows — 
was going, going, gone. Many ran to geta 
souvenir brick, while others just stood in awe 
and grief. 

At 2:47 p.m. January 17,1968, the tower 
received its final blow. This structure had many 
steps to climb to get to a class in the top room. ~ 
When the wind blew, the tower would sway back 
and forth. It also had a storage room for props 
of the drama department and other mysterious 
things, which very few ever saw. 

- The rock, the symbol of Richmond High 
School, and the senior bench were moved form 
the North Campus to the South Campus November 
9,1976. The rock proudly adorned the front 
lawn of the South Campus until it was moved 
back to the new school. Both of these structures 
were transported to the South Campus thanks to 
the services of the Rosendal and Western Trans- 
portation Companies. — 

Students of the North Campus were reluctant 
for the rock to be moved, but the Juniors and 
Seniors felt thay had more sentiment for the old | 
landmark. A ceremony was held at the South 
Campus when the treasured "jewels" arrived. 

_ The rock now proudly rests in front of the 
new school. It is turned around so that the name 
"Richmond Union High School" does not face the 
street. It will remain in this position until proper 
funds are allocated to take the "Union" from the 
name. : : 

Construction of the new school began in 
October of 1968 and was completed to move in 
September. 1970.

This is the fifth year of occupying the new 
school, and students, as well as the faculty, are 
beginning to feel at home in our new surroundings. 

We hope that our warm, understanding, and de- 
voted principal, Robert France, has enjoyed this 
annual, because from start to finish it is his book. 
We know how hard he worked to establish our school, 
and we are proud to have him as our principal. We 
just want you to know that you are the greatest of the 
"Greats". Thank you, Principal France.
